I have not written you following my pleasant meeting with you and 
Lyman Kirkpatrick on February 24, 1961, since you seemed to have your 
hands rather full, 

I am now writing to formally invite you to address the 71st annual 
meeting of The Virginia State Bar Association at "The Greenbrier", White 
Sulphur Springs, West Virginia, on Friday evening, August 4, 1961, at 
9:00 o’clock P.M. (E.S.T.). 

You advised me on February 24th that you could accept provided the 
Congress was still in session, i&ich seems very likely, and that your 
presence was not required abroad at that time.

NOTE FOR RECORD: 

Subsequent to the 3 June 196l letter to Mr. Robert J. McCandlish, 

Mr. Dulles determined that it would not be possible for him to speak 
at the annual meeting of the Virginia State Bar Association on 4 August 
and asked Mr. Kirkpatrick to contact Mr. McCandlish and express regrets. 

Mr. Kirkpatrick did so by telephone - exploring the possibility of 
General Cabell, Mr. Amory or Mr. Kirkpatrick of speaking instead of the 
DCI. After further consideration by Mr. Dulles, it was decided that no 
one from the Agency would speak at the meeting and Mr. McCandlish was so 
advised. 

In the meantime, the program for the meeting had been printed, 
indicating that Mr. Dulles was to be the speaker. In order to prevent 
misunderstanding and any embarrassment, it was decided that Mr. Dulles 
would send a note of regret which could be read at the meeting. Hence 
the draft of letter to Mr. McCandlish (by Mr. Kirkpatrick 7/31 ) --
